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AN ACT concerning agricul ture.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois AgriFIRST Program Act of 2001 is

anended by changing Section 5 as foll ows:

Sec. 5. Definitions. In this Act:

"Agribusi ness" neans any sole proprietorship, Ilimted
partnership, co-partnership, joint venture, corporation, or
cooperative that operates or will operate a facility |ocated
W t hin the State of |Illinois that is related to the
processing of agricultural commodities (including, but not
limted to, the products of aquaculture, hydroponics, and
silviculture) or t he manuf act uri ng, producti on, or
construction of agricul tural bui | di ngs, structures,
equi pnent, inplenents, and supplies, or any other facilities
or processes used in agricultural production. "Agribusiness"
includes but is not [imted to the foll ow ng:

(1) grain handling and processing, including grain
storage, drying, treatnent, conditioning, mlling, and
packagi ng;

(2) seed and feed grain devel opnent and processi ng;

(3) fruit and vegetable processi ng, i ncl udi ng
preparation, canning, and packagi ng;

(4) processing of livestock and |ivestock products,
dairy products, poultry and poultry products, fish or
api ari an product s, i ncl udi ng sl aught er, sheari ng,
col l ecting, preparation, canning, and packagi ng;

(5 fertilizer and agricul tural chem cal
manuf acturi ng, processing, application and suppl ying;

(6) farm machinery, equi pment , and i npl enent
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manuf acturi ng and suppl yi ng;

(7) manufacturing and supplying of agricultural
comodi ty processing machi nery and equi pnent, including
machi nery and equi pnent wused in slaughter, treatnent,
handl i ng, collecting, preparation, canning, or packagi ng
of agricultural commoditi es;

(8) farmbuilding and farm structure manufacturing,
construction, and supplying;

(9) construction, manuf acturing, inplenentation,
supplying, or servicing of irrigation, drainage, and soi
and water conservation devices or equi pnment;

(10) fuel processing and developnent facilities
that produce fuel from agricultural comodities or
by- product s;

(11) facilities and equipnment for processing and
packaging agricultural comodities specifically for
export;

(12) facilities and equipnent for forestry product
pr ocessi ng and suppl yi ng, i ncl udi ng sawm | |ing
oper ati ons, wood <chip operations, tinber harvesting
operations, and manufacturing of prefabricated buil dings,
paper, furniture, or other goods fromforestry products;
and

(13) facilities and equipnment for research and
devel opnent of products, processes, and equi pnent for the
production, processing, preparation, or packaging of
agricultural comodities and by-products.

"Agricultural facility" nmeans |and, any building or other
i nprovenent on or to |and, and any personal properties deened
necessary or suitable for wuse, whether or not now in
exi stence, in farm ng, ranchi ng, t he production of
agricultural commodities (including, but not limted to, the
products of aquaculture, hydroponics, and silviculture) or

"Agricultural land" nmeans |land suitable for agriculture
pr oducti on.

"Asset" includes, but is not [imted to, the follow ng:
cash crops or feed on hand; livestock held for sale; breeding
st ock; mar ket abl e bonds and securities; securities not
readi |y mar ket abl e; accounts receivable; notes receivable;
cash invested in growing crops; net cash value of life
i nsurance; machi nery and equi pnent; cars and trucks; farm and
other real westate including life estates and per sonal
resi dence; value of beneficial interest in trusts; governnent
paynments or grants; and any other assets.

"Departnment” means the Departnment of Agriculture.

"Director” neans the Director of Agriculture.

"Fund" nmeans the Illinois AgriFIRST Program Fund.

"Grantee" neans the person or entity to whoma grant is
made to fromthe Fund.

"Lender" neans any federal or State chartered bank,
federal land bank, production credit association, bank for
cooperatives, federal or state chartered savings and |oan
association or building and | oan associ ation, small business
i nvest ment conpany, or any other institution qualified within
this State to originate and service | oans, including, but not
limted to, insurance conpanies, credit unions, and nortgage
| oan conpanies. "Lender" includes a wholly owned subsidiary
of a manufacturer, seller or distributor of goods or services
t hat makes | oans to businesses or individuals, commonly known
as a "captive finance conpany".

"Liability" includes, but 1is not I|imted to, t he
foll ow ng: accounts payable; notes or other indebtedness owed
to any source; taxes; rent; anmounts owed on real estate
contracts or real estate nortgages; judgnents; accrued
i nterest payable; and any other liability.

"Person" neans, unless limted to a natural person by the
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cont ext in which it 1is wused, a person, corporation,
association, trust, partnership, limted partnership, joint
venture, or cooperative.

"Resear ch" means activities related to feasibility

studi es and techni cal assistance for the purpose of adding

commercial value to agricultural commodities.

"State" neans the State of Illinois.

"Val ue- added" means t he processi ng, packaging, or
otherwi se enhancing the value of farm and agricultural
products or by-products produced in Illinois.
